On June 30, 2015, our community suffered a great loss. The 
loss of a father, husband, brother, uncle, mentor, coach and 
friend. There are not very many people who were not effected in 
one way or another by this man. There are many stories of him 
spanning over many years, many phases, and many scenarios. 
One thing, he was well known in this community for was his 
love of sports, and in turn his passion for teaching them. 

Bub Avery dedicated years of his life to the youth of our 
community, the next generation. Coaching both basketball and 
baseball for decades, hundreds of kids had the honor of learning 
from a man who didn't just teach them the fundamentals of 
these sports, but taught them a level of sportsmanship that can 
only be taught by someone who not only knows the sport, but 
lives it. He made the kids want to do well, want to succeed. When there is so much passion 
behind what you are being taught it makes it easy to enjoy. It was the goal of many kids to be on 
Bub's team one day, and when they did finally make it they wanted to make him proud. 

He took a lot of these boys under his wing. He could just tell when one of his boys needed 
a little extra 'role modeling’ in their lives, and he filled that roll, sometimes for a season, 
sometimes for years. No matter the amount of time he left a lasting impression. 

It was not uncommon for him to be found at the ballfield or the basketball court, even if 
his team wasn't playing. It wasn't just to scope out the upcoming talent or the opposing teams, it 
was also to show support. There were many times that he would drive anywhere between 
Wolfeboro and Conway to support one of his kids, past or present. Basketball, baseball or even 
football, he could often be heard on the sidelines cheering. 

Although he could be opinionated and a bit abrasive, he was well respected by both the 
parents and the children alike. While he was teaching the kids a lesson or two, he was also 
unknowingly teaching the parents. The parents learned to have faith in the coach, he had the 
best interest of the team in mind. They learned that when you put your heart into the game it 
does make a difference. And they learned that when a team finally comes together and plays as a 
team, it's magic. 

In the year before he passed, he accomplished so much. He led his baseball team to a 
championship win before changing leagues. He felt very strongly about the kids of Ossipee 
playing in the Wolfeboro league. Playing with and against the kids they would be playing with 
through middle school and high school. Being seen by the coaches who they would be trying out 
for. Possibly giving them a better chance of making the team than when they were going into 
tryouts as an unknown kid from Ossipee. He got a group of people together and made it 
happen, finally. He was so proud of this, as he should have been, it was a great move for the 
kids. 

He also led his basketball boys to the championship. Losing one game throughout the 
Carroll County Tournament, those games were some of most intense, nail biting, well played 
games. All this talk of playing with passion, and as a team, well that's how these boys played. 
And it definitely was magic to witness. 

Bub was one of a kind. He truly cared about the youth in our community. Going above 
and beyond for them. Dedicating time and energy into molding at least some of these kids and 
really making a difference. There will never be another who can measure up to this amazing 
man. There are many of us who will never be able to hear honey or dear and not break into a 
smile, remembering a really close ball game, or a blow out against us, which was never as fun. If 
you were a part of his team at any point, parent or player then you'll understand this sentiment. 
Those who had the honor of knowing him, his sense of humor, his love of the game, his unique 
coaching techniques, we are the lucky ones.

Moderator Meserve explained that both amendments 
and secret ballot requests need to be in wiring and most times people do not 
have paper, so she made up some forms. 

Moderator Meserve then read the results for Town and School for the 
Town of Ossipee. She then read the complete results for Governor 
Wentworth Regional School District. Please see the attached results on the 
Town Election Ballot and the Governor Wentworth Regional School 
District. 

Moderator Meserve announced the typos in the warrant. Article #6, 
page 94 of the Town Report, under 2015 Selectmen, Library should read

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Assessor’s Report 
Dear Ossipee Residents, 

Another year has passed. It was very busy time in the Assessing Office. The 
Assessor is Todd Haywood of Granite Hill Municipal Services. Cheryl Akstin 
also of Granite Hill Municipal Services provides assessing services as well. 

Ossipee has Jessi O’Blenes as its Assessing Clerk and Susan Simpson as 
Timber Clerk. Both are an integral part of the overall coordination of the 
Assessor's Office and are responsible for assisting the public with routine 
questions and maintaining continuity within the office. 

The Town of Ossipee continues to maintain new technologies to assist the 
general public. The newest technology available is GIS information which can be 
accessed on the assessing home page at www.Ossipee.org. This enables the user 
to view town maps via aerial imagery. In addition to the assessing information, 
there are additional layers available for the user. 

In 2015, the Assessor’s Office processed 36 abatement requests. There were 
also 330 properties that were inspected due to building permits issued and 
anything that was noted as unfinished as of April 1, 2015. Furthermore, the 
Assessor's office will continue on the cyclical database maintenance program 
which entails complete interior and exterior data verification when possible for 
25% of the town. 

There were 102 valid sales included in the equalization ratio study 
performed by the New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration. 
Ossipee’s entire town’s projected weighted mean ratio for 2015 is 97.2%; the 
projected median ratio for 2015 is 100.8%; the coefficient of dispersion is 
projected to be 10.8%. 

The Town of Ossipee underwent assessment review by the New Hampshire 
Department of Revenue Administration in 2015 which entails a complete review 
of all the exemptions and credits. In addition, Ossipee conducted a revaluation 
of all properties in 2015 pursuant to Section 2, Article 6 of the NH Constitution 
and NH RSA 75:8a. This means your property assessment now reflects its 
current market value as of April 1, 2015. 

The NH Assessing Standards Board has a reference manual that was 
developed specifically for elected/appointed municipal officials and taxpayers. 
You may find this by using this link: http://revenue.nh.gov/mun-pro 

roperty/documents/asb-manual.pdf. 

There is a computer terminal in the Assessor’s Office for the general public 
to use so they may search and print property record cards without staff assistance. 

The Assessing Tax Maps are available online at www.Ossipee.org as well, for 
printing and viewing from the convenience of the user’s home. 

As always, we invite you to use the resources available to view your property 
cards. If you have any questions, please do not hesitate to give us a call or come 
on in. We are here to serve you, the taxpayers.

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Selectmen’s Report 


2015 was a busy, but productive year for the Board of Selectmen. At 
the March Town Meeting, the voters adopted the budget and Warrant 
Articles, which resulted in raising over $105,000 less by taxation than the 
year before. We have just finished the first year of the multi-town 
ambulance agreement. It is running smoothly and results in significant 
savings to the Town. 

This Board has worked very hard to increase communication holding 
monthly meetings with our finance team and regular Department Head 
meetings. The result of this had been much better cash flow management. 
Nearly every year, the Town begins borrowing from a Tax Anticipation 
Note as early as March or April. This year, by really emphasizing cash flow 
management, the Town did not borrow on the Tax Anticipation Note 
until the end of October, and paid it back within 30 days. 

The Board authorized a tax sale this year. Some of the properties had 
been held for several years. This not only yielded over $175,000, but as 
importantly, returned these properties to the tax roll. 

The Whittier Covered Bridge Project has completed Phase 2. The 
bridge is now ready for Phase 3 which will reconstruct the abutments and 
allow the bridge to be placed back across the river in 2016. 

The Town-wide revaluation was completed to bring the property 
values in line with actual sales. It was no surprise that the Town-wide 
value went down by over $60 million. In spite of this, the Town property 
tax rate went down 30 cents per thousand while virtually every other 
portion of the tax rate went up. 

We experienced the largest forest fire in recent memory on Bayle 
Mountain. This is very difficult terrain and took over 100 firefighters and 
three helicopters to finally bring it under control. We received help from 
agencies all over New Hampshire and some from southern Maine. We are 
very thankful that there were no significant injuries to any of the men and 
women who fought the fire. Local businesses helped by providing food 
and water. Many of the local departments did not bill the Town of 
Ossipee for their expenses, as we help them when they need it as well. 
Neighbors helping neighbors is something that we understand and 
embrace. Unfortunately, it is becoming the exception not the norm. We 
do thank all who helped; without their efforts this would have been much 
worse. 

In 2016 we will complete work on the Valley Road Bridge and double 
culvert in Paddy Acres. The money is already in Capital Reserve Funds to 
pay for these. These are the last of the red-listed bridges the Town has.

For several years we have building up a Capital Reserve account to 
complete an addition to the Highway Garage. The Highway Garage was 
built in 1975 and has remained basically unchanged for the past 40 
years. We have completed the engineering and are ready, with voter 
approval, to complete the addition in 2016. 

If the proposed Warrant passes in tact, we will build the addition to 
the Highway Garage, pay cash for it, and the amount to be raised by 
taxation is yet again less than last year. 

This Board has had some real successes this year but we know that 
none of them would have been possible without the help and support of 
the excellent employees of the Town. From top to bottom, we are 
blessed to have employees who are dedicated, honest, hardworking men 
and women, and we thank them for all they do throughout the year.

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Executive Councilor’s Report 


As I start my 3rd year of service to you and the State of New Hampshire in 
Council District 1, I am grateful and honored to serve you. 

I continue to work with the Governor, Council and Legislature on the 
important issues impacting the State. The Heroin and Opioid epidemic has been 
the number one issue. The Governor and Council called for a Special Legislative 
Session on November 18" to address the statewide heroin and opioid crisis. A 
Joint Legislative Task Force on Heroin and Opioid Epidemic was formed and will 
make recommendations to the Governor and Legislature in the upcoming session. 

Economic development is still my top priority for the Northern most Council 
District and I will work with community and business leaders to assist in the 
creation of jobs and economic opportunity. I am committed to the Balsams project 
in Dixville Notch and I will continue to work with the various public and private 
partners to move this project forward. Additionally, I continue to work with the 
county and regional economic development councils and executive directors on 
present and future economic opportunities to grow businesses in the District. 

I join with the NH Congressional Delegation - Senator Jeanne Shaheen, 
Senator Kelly Ayotte, Congresswoman Annie Kuster and Congressman Frank 
Guinta in working with other New England states and our northern Canadian 
friends to seek economic opportunities and relationships. 

The Ten Year Transportation Improvement Plan process working with the 
Department of Transportation and the Regional Planning Commissions has been 
completed. The Executive Council approved the final draft and submitted it to the 
Governor on December 16". The plan focuses on preservation, maintenance and 
safety of existing pavement and bridge infrastructure throughout the State. The US 
Congress passed the Fixing America’s Surface Transportation (FAST) Act, which 
provides increased federal funding to the State of New Hampshire over the next 
five years.

The 2016 session of the NH House and Senate will address legislation that 
deals with the heroin and opioid crisis, Medicaid expansion, and maintaining a 
good business climate. Again, be watchful of proposed legislation passing costs on 
to the county and local levels of government. Stay close to your local state senator 
and house members.

ILL (Inter Library Loan): Through the ILL program, the Ossipee Public 
Library borrowed 510 items from other libraries and lent 826 items to other 
libraries.

The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization created 
by Lakes Region communities according to state law for the broad purpose of 
responding to and shaping the pressures of change in a meaningful way. With a 
service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and 
Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to 
member municipalities. As our economy and world change, so does the work we 
are engaged in. The Commission offers direct and support services to help our 
communities meet tomorrow’s challenges. Our services include technical 
assistance, geographic information systems, transportation planning, land use, 
environmental planning, hazards planning and economic development. Local, 
state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a 
regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region.

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Timber Monitor 


The Timber Monitor’s position was re-created in August of 2015. 
The primary responsibilities of the Timber Monitor are to assist the 
Town in educating property owners and people working in the forest 
industry on the rules and regulations related to logging operations and to 
assist the Town in getting more accurate and timely reports of forest 
products harvested. 
The Timber Tax Year runs from April 1st through March 31st of the 
following year. An Intent to Cut form and Report of Wood Cut form 
are required for most timber harvesting operations whether on private or 
public lands. They serve as notifications to the Town and State that 
logging operations are being conducted, and they report the volumes of 
forest products produced. Yield taxes are collected depending on the 
type and volume of forest products reported. 
Summary of activity: 
e Between April lst and December 31st, the Town approved 33 
Intents to Cut 

e Some of the operations were completed before August, but of 
the 33 jobs filed for, the Timber Monitor made 28 on-site 
inspections 

e Inspections resulted in 9 compliance actions (verbal or written) 

seeking compliance with yield tax and/or timber harvesting rules 
and regulations 

e Inspections and compliance actions resulted in more accurate 

Reports of Wood Cut and Supplemental Intents to Cut 
recording volumes of forest products that would not have been 
reported without inspections. The additional volumes will 
generate several thousand dollars in yield tax to the Town that 
may not have been realized without monitoring.

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Conservation Commission 
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“Get Wild” Activities at the Sumner Brook Fish Hatchery August 8th 


The Ossipee Conservation Commission is responsible under RSA 
36-A to assure the protection and proper utilization of Ossipee’s natural 
resources. Members are appointed by the Selectmen. The Commission 
meets the second Wednesday of the month at 7:00 PM in the town 
“Freight House”. The public is encouraged to attend. 

The Conservation is looking for volunteers to help with the Lake 
Host program monitoring boats for invasive plants like milfoil. 

During 2015, the make-up of the Conservation Commission was as 
follows; Ron Adams (2017) was elected chair and Bob Pratt (2016) was 
elected Vice Chair. Continuing members were Ralph Buchanan (2017), 
Donna Gridley (2017), and Ron Larrivee (2018). Charlotte Fitzpatrick 
resigned in the spring and Bruce Parsons was appointed to fill the open 
position on the board in October. Elizabeth Gillette and Joe Goss 
continued as alternates. Xann Horn has done an excellent job as the new 
Board Secretary. 

Public Events sponsored by the Commission: 

e On March 23™, a program on “Unwanted Visitors” was 
presented at the library by UNH Cooperative Extension Agent 
Wendy Scribner covering invasive species. 

e On June 18" during motorcycle week, the Commission worked 
with the Green Mountain Conservation Group to provide food, 
drinks, and information on clean water at the Windows Outlook 
site. 

e On August 8", the Get Wild program took place at the Sumner 
Brook Fish Hatchery, with free fishing for children under 12 and 
a “Wildlife Encounters” program for some 50 children and 
adults. 
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Conservation Commission: 

e continued the milfoil subcommittee work with Jim Fitzpatrick 
serving as the chair. 

e supported efforts on monitoring water quality of Ossipee lakes 
and rivers by the Green Mountain Conservation Group and for 
the Get Wet Water Quality Program at the Ossipee Elementary 
school. 

e continued working with the Attorney General’s Office to take 
over the orphan easements from the defunct Patten Trust (8 lots 
on Nichols Road and 6 lots on Sawyer Road). 

e continued to monitor conservation properties. 

e supported the acceptance by the Selectmen of the Haley .22 acre 
lot on Ossipee Lake for conservation. 

e replaced the boiler and hot water tank and lined and fixed the 
chimney at the fish hatchery.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Ossipee, 

Ossipee Concerned Citizens, Inc., established in 1975, continues to be 
dedicated to the promotion of growth and prosperity for all citizens of the Town 
of Ossipee and vicinity. Into our forty-first year of existence, provision of services 
has been uninterrupted. 

The Elderly Nutrition Program which consists of Meals‘On-Wheels and 
congregate meals are prepared from two separate sites in Center Ossipee (Ossipee 
Crossings) and Moultonborough (Moultonborough Lions Club), each under the 
auspices of Ossipee Concerned Citizens, Inc. Congregate meals are served on 
Monday through Thursday of each week in Moultonborough, Monday through 
Friday in Ossipee Crossings, each Wednesday at the Benz Center in Sandwich, 
and at the Tamworth Town House on Mondays, all at noontime. The 
Meals-On-Wheels Program provides nutritious meals to seniors 60 years and 
older and the disabled directly to their homes or other housing, and include the 
towns of Ossipee, Effingham, Freedom, Tamworth, Moultonboro, Sandwich and 
Wakefield. Over 81,000 total meals were prepared and delivered in 2015, 
36,000 to Ossipee residents. 

A variety of senior activities which are social, recreational, and health related 
are offered at each site in Ossipee and Moultonboro. Over time, the Ossipee 
Senior Center and the Moultonboro Senior Center became official, with each 
accepted as members of the New Hampshire Association of Senior Centers 
(NHASC). 

The Ossipee Crossing Child Care Center, conceived in 1994, has undergone 
substantial changes, from the improvement of the facility as a whole, to the 
expansion of the ages of the boys and girls who can be accepted into the 
program. Children from thirteen (13) months to twelve (12) years are now 
eligible. A staff of four are on duty to provide a safe, educational, enjoyable and 
nurturing environment to those in attendance. Included are four basic 
programs: before and after school, pre-school, and daycare. Nutritious snacks 
and lunches are served every day. 

Funding sources include contracts with the Bureau of Elderly and Adult 
Services, and USDA, with other sources of funding from the Ossipee Children’s 
Fund, town support, donations and fundraising. 

Each year, the Annual Santa Project remains a symbol of organizations and 
individuals who form a partnership toward the achievement of a common and 
meaningful goal. This year, dozens of agencies and private citizens donated time, 
funds and energy, and succeeded in bringing joy to nearly 400 boys and girls and 
their families during the holidays. 

The last paragraph of each annual report is dedicated to all who have seen 
the importance of a community-based program such as OCC, from staff, to 
board members, to town officials, and to all other volunteers who expand the 
total program and solidify its success.

In 2015 we saw many of the same issues with our applicants. 
Assistance with emergency housing was needed for homeless families. 

The TCCAP Homeless Outreach program provided matching or 
supplemental funding with housing and rents. 

The McKinney Foundation provided through TCCAP Fuel 
Assistance provided matching funds for heating fuels. 

Temporary housing costs for homeless families or individuals had a 
slight increase $10,514.63. 

We recovered a total of $1,130.00 from rents that were paid to 
landlords but the tenant never moved in. 

We also recovered $984.80 from a Welfare lien when the property 
was sold. 

The reduction in Federal funding and Food Stamps was further 
hampered with employment cutbacks in these agencies. Wait times are 
longer. 

I have been asked why we budget a specific amount but it is not 
always spent. It is necessary to budget to cover the unexpected. Welfare 
is mandated by law and sufficient funds must be available. Insufficient 
funds could result in funds being taken from another department or by 
Special Town Meeting.

Central New Hampshire VNA-Hospice is a non-profit visiting nurse, 
hospice and community service agency serving the residents of Southern 
Carroll County and Belknap County. We continue to be governed by 
local residents, licensed by the State of New Hampshire and supported by 
the communities we serve. 

We are grateful to the Town of Ossipee for approving an 
appropriation to our organization. We were privileged to provide the 
residents of Ossipee with services from all of our programs during the last 
year. The Agency’s staff made 38,909 home visits during FY 2015. Of 
those 2,363 were made to Ossipee residents representing over 6% of our 
total agency visits; and 15.9% of the visits from the Wolfeboro office. 
These numbers include services provided in our pediatric health care, 
home health care, certified hospice end-of-life care (hospice), and flu shot 
clinics and health screening clinics. 

We have struggled with the implications of a shaky economy, the 
reality of home health cuts to the Medicare and Medicaid system; the 
effects of sequestration and the enactment of health care reform. The 
quality of our care and scope of services have not diminished. Our 
patient satisfaction remains stellar. Medicare has ranked our quality of 
service at 4.5 out of 5 stars, higher than any other non-profit VNA in 
New Hampshire. We have remained true to our mission and have served 
all ages in your community, the insured and the uninsured. 

Thank you for your continued support and for allowing us to provide 
Ossipee residents with needed home health care and community support 
services.

Caregivers of Southern Carroll County and Vicinity, Inc. (better 
known as Caregivers) continues its mission to provide transportation for 
residents of Alton, Ossipee, Tuftonboro, and Wolfeboro to medical 
appointments at no charge to the client. The demand for this service 
seems to increase every year. 

Through November 2015 there were 74,210 miles traveled by 
Caregiver volunteers. There were 1,702 trips for medical reasons in the 4 
towns we serve. Of these trips, more than 450 were reimbursed at the 
current rate of 45 cents per mile. 

Our basic service is to provide trips for medical reasons: doctor 
appointments, rehabilitation sessions, laboratory tests and X-rays, etc. 
Additional requests for transportation for dialysis, Adult Day Care, fuel 
assistance, etc. cannot be provided because of our very limited number of 
volunteer drivers as well as the amount of time involved. If we could 
obtain more volunteers, we certainly would consider some of these needs. 
We continue to lose many volunteers who go south for the winter (our 
clients do not go south, however). 

We were delighted to be named one of two recipients of the Festival 
of Trees 2014 celebration. What a wonderful event! This, with very 
generous appropriations from our 4 towns, donations from 3 of our 
churches, other community organizations such as Rotary, the Hikers, 
Bald Peak Community Fund and donations from grateful clients 
constitute our income sources. Our expenses are limited to mileage 
reimbursement when requested by the volunteers who travel 50 miles or 
more for one assignment. This can amount to a sizeable amount since 
some assignments are to hospitals in Boston, Lebanon, Manchester, 
Nashua, and Portland. 

A luncheon is held annually to recognize and thank the volunteer 
drivers for the work they do for our communities. The drivers report that 
they enjoy meeting new people, having a good time with the clients, 
realizing they “perked up” the client, and offering to take the client again. 

Our grateful clients continue to call in to thank Caregivers for their 
help. It is very rewarding to realize how many clients are able to remain 
in their homes because of our organization. It is truly a community 
effort. Caregivers plans to be available to provide the needed service for 
years to come.

The Highway Department sadly reports the passing of Lewis “Bub” 
Avery. He will be greatly missed by all. 

This past winter season was a very active and cold winter season. 
Thankfully, there was very little ice to deal with, but the numerous snow 
events kept the highway crew very busy. As usual, they did an 
outstanding job keeping the roadways clear and safe for the motorists in 
Ossipee. 

The spring and summer kept the crew busy with the usual road 
grading, dust control, ditch cleaning and culvert cleaning. This was the 
second year that the highway department was able to use its leaf vacuum 
in the cleaning of the ditch lines. This continues to be a huge benefit for 
the crew, requiring less time to grade the roads and also provides an 
unobstructed ditch line for the water to run in which results in less 
erosion of the shoulders of the roads. 

The highway crew worked along with R & D Paving to reclaim and 
pave 4,900 linear feet of Moultonville Road and 2,000 linear feet of 
Valley Road. The crew also rebuilt 700 linear feet of Paddy Acre Road. 
Other paving projects included overlaying the roadway at Abbott & 
Staples and Jewell Hill Road. 

The highway crew finished raising the grade of Pine Hill Road along 
the Lovell River, continued widening and cutting new slopes along 
Effingham Road, Fogg’s Ridge Road and Walker Hill Road. The highway 
crew also rebuilt the Archer’s Pond Road Bridge. This year the highway 
crew built new timber guardrails on Pork Hill Road, Remle Circle, 
County Farm Road and Thurley Road. 

The Public Works Department also welcomes Chris Vittum to the 
Department. 

The crew at the Highway Department takes great pride in improving 
and maintaining the roads in the Town of Ossipee and would once again 
like to thank all of the people for their support.

2015 was a busy year for the Ossipee Planning Board. We had many 
applications submitted as opposed to previous years. There were some large 
and significant projects approved, of which the expansion of the Hannaford 
Supermarket and the complete rebuilding and modernization of the Irving 
Oil gas station and convenience store. Both of these are located at the 
intersections of Route 16 and Route 28. Irving Oil is now open. Hannaford 
will remain open during the expansion project. There is no projected 
completion date as of now. 

Indian Mound Hardware was sold to Aubuchon Realty and an increase 
in its size was approved by the Board as well as the expansion of NAPA Auto 
Parts on Route 16 in West Ossipee.

Transfer Station & Recycling Facility 


This year, the Transfer Station saw the retirement of Ron Davis. We all wish 
Ron well in his future endeavors. At the same time, we congratulate Brewster 
Vittum for being promoted to the position of Transfer Station Superintendent. 

The Transfer Station has had another successful year. The crew has done an 
excellent job performing their duties in recycling and maintaining a clean safe site 
for the residents of Ossipee. 

The recycling effort continues to have a positive impact on the Town of 
Ossipee and the environment. In 2015, the Transfer Station recycled 
approximately 339 tons of material, of which 76 tons were glass that was crushed 
and then used for bedding culverts in road improvement projects. The cost 
savings alone, from not having to pay the tipping fees and transportation fees to 
the landfill, is just over $25,000.00. The total income generated from the sales of 
the recyclables and demo fees in 2015 was $103,594.97. While the market prices 
are still running low, we have the ability to hold onto our stock of materials until 
the prices climb. 

We continued our Earth Day and Fall Clean-Up Day in 2015, which are 
designated days that the Transfer Station allows the items that usually have a fee 
attached to their disposal to be brought in at no charge to the residents. Over 
900 vehicles came in, disposing of over 300 electronic units, 600 tires and 30 
propane tanks. 

Our continued goal at the Transfer Station is to provide a clean and efficient 
facility that the public can be proud of and to increase the amount of material 
that is recycled each year, which in turn will help to reduce the tax burden and 
reduce the amount of waste going into the landfills. 

I would like to thank Brewster, Rick and Bonnie at the Transfer Station for 
their dedication and for doing an outstanding job this year. We would also like 
to thank the residents of Ossipee for their support in our efforts.

The Ossipee Water and Sewer Commissioners, at this time, would

for waste water treatment operators, and also water treatment distribution. 

“Bo”, a lifelong resident of Ossipee, along with his father Stanley 
Eldridge, has worked with the Town of Ossipee as a contractor for many 
years. 

Jim, also a resident of Ossipee, has worked in the water and sewer 
process for many years. 

Both “Bo” and Jim spent months during their off duty hours, 
studying books and manuals for all three certificates. They also attended 
classes mandated by the State on a variety of related subjects including a 
large portion which was dedicated to extremely difficult mathematics and 
problem solving. 

Again, congratulations to both “Bo” and Jim for a job well done. 

We would also like to acknowledge Doreen McAuliffe for the extra 
effort put forward during this period for the research needed to 
accomplish all the necessary requirements. 


CAMP DAVID 


The facility received approximately 591,000 gallons of septage and 
processed more than 24 million gallons of wastewater. Monitoring wells 
showed all ground water to be within State and EPA limits. Repairs were 
made to one leach bed. Next year, replacement of a leach bed is planned. 
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WATER SYSTEM 


The water system is in very good condition. All of our water tests have 
come back with excellent test ratings. We are continuing to make 
improvements at the water treatment plant. We have installed new 
chemical pumps. We are also looking into updating the analyzers. 


SEWER SYSTEM 

The sewer system is also in great shape. The flows are down from 
previous years meaning we have less infiltration. Residents are also 
reminded that it is illegal to connect gutters, down spouts and sump 
pumps to the sanitary system. These devices should connect to storm 
drains or daylight away from the structure. 

We wish to extend our appreciation to various Town Departments for 
their continued help and support throughout the year: the Board of 
Selectman and Mrs. Ellen White, Town Administrator, for their help. 
Mrs. Kellie Skehan and her Tax Office staff: Mrs. Trish Hodge and 
Mrs. Tracy Cragin, for all their hard work.

The Department’s goal is to offer a wide range of activities for all ages 
designed to meet the needs of the community, and to encourage healthy 
use of your leisure time. To that end, in 2015 the Department offered 24 
activities for children & youth, 14 for teens, 20 for adults and 24 special 
events. There are activities for all age groups. I am always searching for 
new programs to add.

The highlight of the year was both of our travel basketball teams 
winning the Carroll County Recreation Director’s Association Basketball 
Tournament National Division Championships.

Congratulations 
to the members of the teams, their families, and the coaches who 
dedicated their time to the kids. 

Maintenance and general clean up of over 120 acres of property and 
several buildings at those facilities require constant attention. The 
management of these properties is a joint effort between the Recreation 
and Public Works Departments. The properties include: Constitution 
Park (hiking trails, tennis courts, and baseball & soccer fields), YMCA 
Field (basketball court, 2 baseball fields), Mill Pond Park, Main Street 
Park, Newman Drew Road Property, the Town Beach at Duncan Lake, 
and the Town Hall grass are all the responsibility of the Department. We 
also oversee improvements and renovations to these facilities. One of the 
larger projects in 2015 was replacement of a wall at the Skate park/Ice 
Rink. There is also a great deal of general maintenance that takes place at 
each facility throughout the year. This includes: a “weed & feed” 
program to ensure that we do the best we can to prevent invasive bugs 
and weeds on the fields & grass areas, trail maintenance, erosion control 
measures at the Town Beach on Duncan Lake, and maintenance to the 
equipment needed to keep these facilities in usable and safe condition. A 
number of projects are planned for 2016.

There were over 650 permits to burn issued throughout the Town for 2015. 
Despite all of the snow we had, the spring fire season proved to be very dry. As a 
result, there were eighteen wildland fire responses in town this year, burning over 
285 acres. Causes ranged from illegal burning, disposal of wood stove ashes, 
power lines, disposal of smoking material, and fireworks. Most of these fires were 
caused by human error and could have been prevented. 

The largest fire this spring and in the state for over 25 years occurred on 
Bayle Mountain burning 275 acres. The fire started May 5" and burned through 
May 9". The fire was contained and under control late in the day on May 7". 
All hot spots were confirmed out May 28™. Because of the location vehicles 
could not get to the fire. Crews were shuttled in with ATVs then hiked to access 
the fire. To contain this fire, crews with hand tools and portable pumps were 
used along with a skidder, two bull dozers, excavator, and three helicopters. 
Crews were called not only from this County, but also from the Lakes Region, 
down to the Seacoast, and the State of Maine, at times there were over 100 
firefighters working on the fire. In total for the duration of this fire there were 
over 341 people on scene from 56 agencies, 47 were fire departments. Of the 47 
fire departments, only 10 billed the Town. There were over 22 people and 
businesses that donated food and other items. The actual cost of this fire that 
was billed to the Town of Ossipee totaled $109,529.80. The helicopter bills 
accounted for $101,102.52 of this total. The State of New Hampshire 
reimbursed half of these expenses back to the Town ($54,764.90). Had all the 
fire departments billed and we didn’t receive all the donations we did, the cost 
would have been over $225,000. This fire took over 3,800 man hours to 
extinguish. A heart felt thank you is given to all the departments that were able 
to not bill the town as well as to all the people and businesses that made 
donations during this fire. 

Law Brochures are available at the Town Hall. Further information on the 
laws can be found through the Department of Resources and Economic 
Development, Division of Forest and Lands at www.nhdfl.org. 

Please remember that if the ground is not completely covered with snow at 
least within a 100 foot radius around any brush pile to be burned, then a fire 
permit is needed. When in question call and ask. If you wish to burn without 
snow cover, please call the Fire Department in your Precinct. The Department 
numbers are listed below. Please only leave a message at one Department. These 
calls are returned by on-call fire/rescue personnel that are answering emergency 
calls on a daily basis, so it is recommended to call at least one day before the day 
that you wish to burn so there is adequate time for your call to be returned and 
for someone to issue the permit.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden & State Forest Ranger 

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk 
and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 
227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The ability to obtain fire permits on line was 
initiated in 2015. Approximately 120 towns participated in the online system 
with over 4,000 permits issued. To obtain a permit on line visit 
www.NHfirepermit.com.The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are 
encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or 
www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or 
online at www.nhdfl.org. 

This past fire season burned 661 acres which was the most recorded since 
1989 when 629 acres burned. The fire season began in early April with the first 
reported fire occurring on April 8th. The largest fire was the 275 acre Bayle 
Mountain fire in Ossipee. This fire started on May 5" and burned for several 
days. The Bayle Mt. fire was also the largest individual fire in NH in over 25 
years. There were also a number of other sizable fires in May which definitely 
kept NH’s wildland firefighting resources stretched to the limit. These larger fires 
increased the average wildland fire size to 5.12 acres. As usual our higher fire 
danger days correlated well with the days that there were fires actually reported. 
The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class III 
or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires 
small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. The towers’ fire spotting capability was supplemented by the NH 
Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where 
homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 
2015 season threatened structures, and a few structures were burned, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials.

The Department is still in the process of replacing our air packs. This 
is a large expense, but the new packs will have a replacement plan of 
fifteen years. Not all of the air packs were able to be replaced, so this will 
continue to be worked on next year. 

The Department continues to look for and apply for grants. At this 
time we have applied for air packs and mobile radios. Awards won’t be 
announced until 2016. 

A considerable amount of time was not only spent on the regular 
inspections for wood, oil, propane, and place of assembly, but also for a 
number of new businesses. One of these nearing completion is the new 
Irving. After many years and many different proposals, the final plan is 
becoming a reality. The new store is 5,000 square feet which is quite a bit 
bigger than the old store and the pumps are much easier to get to with 
your vehicle. This project should be completed mid-January. Another 
large project that is on-going is the Hannaford expansion and remodel. 
The over 16,000 square foot addition will give the store around 25,000 
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square feet of shopping area, plus return the old area that was Rite Aid 
back to a separate space for another occupancy yet to be determined. 
The store will remain open through its reformation which is slated to 
finish late 2016. 

I would once again like to thank all of the Members of the Ossipee 
Corner Fire Department for their continuous commitment, unselfish 
acts, and family sacrifices that they make, whenever duty calls, to make 
the Community a safer place to live. Thank you to the Precinct 
Commissioners for your hard work through out the year and people of 
the community for your continued support of the Department.

The Fire Department Inspection Division spent 3,232 hours 
completing the following inspections during 2015: Oil Burner: 15, Gas 
Appliance: 38, Place of Assembly: 52, Plan Reviews: 15, Foster Care: 4, New 
Home Occupancy: 22, Daycare: 4, School (annual) Inspection: 1. 

The fire chiefs and duty crew spent 2,650 hours completing: Fire 
Prevention programs; department administration; grant program 
management; fire department business meetings and trainings, emergency 
calls; Ossipee Valley Mutual Aid and Emergency Medical Service meetings; 
department work details; emergency vehicle maintenance and repairs; annual 
aerial certification, annual hose testing, annual air pack certification, annual 
cascade system service, annual NFPA 1851 firefighter gear testing, follow up 
on necessary repairs, maintenance, and general inspections, installation and 
maintenance of Knox Box systems, weekly truck inspections and repairs, 
preplanning for emergency responses, testing and servicing fire pumps on 
1E2, 1E3, 1T1 and 1T5 to stay in compliance with NFPA 1901. 

The department continued to update equipment in 2015 by purchasing: 
six sets of Globe structural firefighter turnout gear; six sets of Globe 
firefighter boots; one new rescue saw; 1,000 feet of four inch hose; one new 
Dell desktop computer; four Motorola Minitor VI pagers. After applying for 
the Federal Firefighters Assistance Grant, the department received 
$94,477.00 for the replacement of breathing apparatus. The department will 
receive 16 MSA air packs in 2016.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 

Our schools reflect the society in which we live. As we look at the 
world around us we see challenges that are different from the ones we 
faced 50, 40, even 10 years ago. Though schools are rarely credited with 
meeting the challenges of change in our society, a look at some of the 
accomplishments of our system of education over the years tells a 
different story. 

Since 1960 the proportion of adults with a high school diploma has 
more than doubled. The drop-out rate in 1960 was four times higher 
than it is today. Since the enactment in 1975 of PL 94-142 (special 
education legislation), enrollment of students with disabilities has nearly 
doubled. Women now obtain more than fifty percent of bachelor, master 
and doctorate degrees. On a recent National Assessment of Educational 
progress, students performed tow and three grade levels higher than they 
had in 1970. Additionally, these scores have improved for all major racial 
and ethnic groups. 

We won’t know the full measure of our efforts until we also have the 
opportunity to look back over time. We can, however, recognize and 
celebrate our incremental achievements. Reviewing the work of the 
District over the past year I have selected a few of the most notable 
accomplishments. 

Last May, New Hampshire Department of Education Commissioner 
Virginia Barry visited the District to award the Commissioner’s Circle of 
Excellence Award to Carpenter School, Crescent Lake School, Effingham 
Elementary School, New Durham Elementary School, Ossipee Central 
School and Tuftonboro Central School. In other words, all of the 
elementary schools in the District received the award! The Commissioner 
applauded the District for its innovative practices and work our schools 
do to provide students with an excellent education. The Commissioner 
also had words of praise for the Governor Wentworth Regional School 
Board commenting that many school boards could learn a lot from the 
GWRSD Board. 

This past summer Governor Maggie Hassan visited the Effingham 
Elementary School to see our District’s first implementation of the Camp 
Invention Robotics Program in action. The program was a huge success 
and elementary schools across the district are anxious to expand the 
program to all of our elementary schools. Bringing to life the students’ 
interest in science, technology engineering and math through robotics at 
the elementary level, will likely increase participation in the Middle and 
High School Robotics teams who continue to work together throughout 
the school year. 
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Students living in the community of Middleton were welcomed to 
Kingswood Middle and High Schools this past September. The 
transition has been very smooth, and as we had hoped. It ha been a 
beneficial arrangement for all. Ken Garry was elected to represent the 
Middleton School Board as the non-voting representative to the 
GWRSD Board, and he is a very positive presence on the Board. 
Middleton’s new elementary school is on schedule to open in September 
of 2016. 

The energy conservation project with TRANE is now complete. All 
of our elementary schools have new energy efficient lighting inside and 
out, each building envelope has been tightly sealed, boilers were installed 
in those buildings in need of them, and digital controls are among the 
long list of improvements instituted to increase efficiency. This project 
has been very gratifying. It will benefit our taxpayers for many years to 
come and at the same time have a positive impact on the environment. 

Without enthusiasm and support of our programs from the Board 
and the taxpayers we could not provide these wonderful opportunities 
for our students. We are fortunate to have media coverage by people 
who take priced in our community, and who care about the people who 
live here. I admire the work and caring nature of our teachers and 
support staff and I can’t say enough about the work of the wonderful 
team at the SAU Office. I want to express my gratitude to all of you who 
makes this school district a wonderful place in which our children can 
learn and grow.

Article #19 (Submitted by Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000) to be added to the 
Conservation Commission budget. This amount, plus three thousand dollars 
($3,000) from the Conservation Commission monies not raised from taxes, to 
be used to fund a build-out analysis of the future growth of the Town which will 
assist in updating Ossipee’s existing Master Plan. (Not recommended by 
Selectmen 3-0) (Not recommended by Budget Committee 6-0) Majority vote 
required.
